DASCH apparently is the eter, He is to furnish us the 
list of places which are to be sabotaged. H indicates he is te contact 
with ‘the fellows in New York in about one week and thet he was to cheok with 
the other fellow from the South on July 4¢ Apparently this material ‘had been 
landed fron two alfferent subsarines.{'lig has not indicated where he will make 
the contact on duly 4.

He had three good suitosses with him. He-checked ont on Ame 18, 1942, at 
1:09 pom. ERNEST PETE BUROCR registered June 13 at 1:15 poms from 1432 Bast 
Jefferson Avenua, Detroit; he-was born September 1, 1906, assigned to Room 1421 
at $5 per day. Ke had oe good suitcase. Both registrations are cross ref- 
erenced, indicating they came in together. It was indicated they had made no 
telephone calls. 


Agent Rice indicates they have not'as yet determined whether the 
subject isin the roomy that the lights have been on all night, One window is 
closed and there has been no sound'in the room, There isa DO HOT DISTURB sign 
on the door.

East 85th Street. There were a nunber of other good addresses in the file, 
DASCH indicates that he is good for one ‘week before he returns to New York.

‘Mr. TRAINOR of the Bureau telephonically communicated 
with the writer, o”June 22, 1942 and requested that ena be mad 
of subject DASH concerning the money belt of subjec: NAR who claimd b3 
that he had given his money belt containing $3,500. wrapped in brow. b7D 
paper to DASCH at ‘their last reeting in: New York City. bIE 


Subsequently, Mr. TRAINOR advised that they had been 
unable to discreetly ascertain rhether there was any truth to this statement 
he pointing out they did not wish to come right out and-ask this question 
inasmuch as .he.does not know the other three individuals are in custody . 

He mentioned, however, that according to-DASCH's statement all ianded: with 
the money belt and it was his suggestion to the group that they might cash 
or deposit the money so it might be safe there for a later date. 


This information was thereupon passed on to Special Agent 
C. H. STANLEY. At the time of this conversation Mr, TRAIN! ted-while 
in conversation with DASCH he had advised that in a tobacco” pouch in which 
he carried his.money at the time-of his arrival in this country there were 
supposedly three matches which were to be used for secret writing. Mre. 
TRAINOR requested to be advised whether we had Jocated any such pouch- among 
the possessions of DASCH left.with subject BERGER. Subsequently, the writer 
advised Mr. TRAINOR-we had been-mable to find.any such article. He 
thereupon pointed out that DASCH had mentioned a possibility that he ray 
have lost ‘this pouch at the beach.

deferrfd being-over 28 years of age, and registered at 

local board: #6. I told Mr. Connelley that we knew who he 

‘was now;that DASCH told us he went back on the boat with 

him and that. we were going to get him today. 


With regard to the story concerning DASCH, TI 
explained to Mr. Connelley that DASCH wanted to be picked 
up with the others so that he: wouldn't be. labelled as a 
aquealer and. that we were going to say that we got a report 
from that colored girl up: at that rooming house about those 
two fellows being there with all these new clothes, et cetera 
and that we checked on them. This lead us to the Governor 
‘Clinton Hotel where we picked up DASCH and BURGER. This 
story is for ‘the purpose of protecting DASCH and will indicate 
to the Sthers that BASCH has been arrested. I told Mr.

Local 168 in Mt. Vernon, of which I have been a wenbar, was 
ta my elncere belief in the hands of a bunch of chiselers and Commmniste, 
I nade this an issue at every meeting and fought thea.at every turn. 
I ran for office as Business Agent in the election of 1938. Dus to 
the fact that the other side of the gang knew that nothing would stop

general, nesting and dissolved the union and at the sane tina reorcanized 
the union wider a new reorganization committee. I and ny followers 
protested to no avail. At first the majority of ths membership did not 
know how they were cheated. I and a group of loyal followers decided 
to nike application in the District court of the Eighth District in 
‘White Plains for-the right to opsrate a union under the incorporation 
granted by ite country. I was advised to take this step by 
Mr. YiLlae Scott Il, Attorney at Law who lives dn Blmaport, New York, 
but has his office in White Plains. lb. Scott drew up an application 
for an incorporated title and introduced them into the proper channels, 
After a period of two or three weeks my Lawyer received notios from 
the Board of Standard and Appeals requeating us to be present at a 
public hearing in front of a referse at the State Laver poard, City 
of New Yorks ‘hon we went there, we found not only the leading mexbers 
of that union but also tm. Garica and Mr. Schwartz, who is the lawyer 
of the International tion, and also a muzber of other lawyers representing 
the International tnton as well as the State Federation, The opposition, 
during this hearing, did not refrain from slandering not only me as a 
person but attacked the whole idea because they realized that this new 
way of legalised unton was contrary to their way of doing business. 
Thay ‘called upon the Little agner Act which was created to end labor 
strife, They reasoned that with the creation of a compatitive union,

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During the time I carried on this fight, I spent all my 
money, 


hy mother, FranceéDasch, paid us a vyioit in June, 1939, She 
arrived in New York on board the North Gemaan Lloyd Steaner New York, 
At that time I-was living near the 225th Street notation on the Bronxville 
Parkway, one block eas}/of the jarkway, Ly mother stayed at the hone 
of ny sister, Johanny/Kum, JT my mother on a vacation during which 
tino I had a geod heart to heart talk with her, 


For the last fifteen years T hava beon opposed to tho Maat 
Movement in principle. In 1929, as nell as in 1931, when I was in 
surope J had ample opportunity to study that movement and to convince 
myself who wore its followers, Ita followers vere the old niiitarists 
and super-nationzlists iio had brought my country into tha war of 1914. 
I followed ths rise of Hitler into power with special interest from this 
side of the Atlantic Gcean, hen his party, in the elections of 1932, 
gained over a hundred representatives in the Reichstag, I to my sorrow 
knew that he would micceed, I based his success at that tine on the very 
fact that the German peoplu, after having riven thelr confidence to 
various parties with ail kinda of political beliefs, have not been able 
to bring the German masses out of the morass in witch they found themselves, 
Hitler not only impressed upon the basis educated mind of the German 
people the theory of military might, but ws clever enough to promise 
then a new era of eocial happiness, The very fact that the Geman poople 
have suffered, and by suffering are politically educated, proved to be 
the succesa of Hitler's cause for he had not only a down and out reopla 
te work with, but also » people of political undoratanding, Hia Job 
wan to direct that political knowledge of tha German people to his 
advantage, which ha waa very successful in doing, 


I discussed my political beliefs about Hitler Iwas 
hore with various people, among then my brother, SrustPfasch, who 
resides today in Astoria, long Island. In 1936 he went to Cormany 
with hie wife, tn his return he praised the gonditions of Germany, 
and in his oon way gave credit to Hitler. My reasoning ms contrary 
to his, though, and we had an argunent, He threw me out of his house 
and askad ne never to return until I had changed my opinion about Hitler, 


When ny mother finally cane to this country to pay us a 
visit, 1 had ample opportunity te get some real facts for I know 
that my nother, who had been before the rise of Hitler actlye as a social 
worker with the Socialist farty, would have a thorough waerstanding of 
the real facts, To my surprise, ny om other aven praised the work of 
Hitler, she told se that thu workers and the farcers wars protected 
under new laws and that living conditions in general had risen and that 
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the country and the people in renorai vero very happy, (fter xy’ 
mother had told me all these facts which I had to believe because 
ny mother told then to me, I took stock of my ow way of reasoning, 
I said to myself that parhaps I had been wrong all along about 
Pera perhaps I had a projudiced nine that had been closed to the 
trathy, 


An 1938 I hada ¢hance to study the tactica of thefund in 
the City of Ndw York, ‘The husband of my counsin, Rheinhol: y who 
was at that time enployed at tho Long Taland Yatlread as a technician, 
was at the sane tine a leading agiberof the Ikmd, Ha approached me 
and tried to persuade ma to become a menber of the Gund fox he reasoned 
that I could be yalusble to them, I argued thet I would Inve to investigate 
the orgunization boforw I reached a decision, I went to tho or three 
different meetings, ona of thom at Yadison Square Garden and the other 
ong at the jestcheater County iuditoriua, uring that tine 1 had ampla 
opportunity to study thely tacbics, I expressed myself to Rheinhold Bart 
in the following ways 


reasoned that tha shole Nazi setup vas first contrary to 
the Costitution of the United States gor it bred race hatred} second, 
dt professed to be a political organization although the majority of 
ite members wore non-citizeny of this country and as such did not have 
the right of political partloipationy third, indications were that 4t

argued ct that tine that this organization was destroying and undermining

Before the creation of the Dund in this camntry we had numerous 
socletics for German-\nericana such as the Steuben Society, the Tumer Bund 
and various othors, but they were dn fact Americans first, They -were in 
most part bonevolent organizations with also the purpose of "keeping the 
home fires} burning,” hen the Burd nas created, they forced those 
organizations elthor to join tha new triends of Germany or dissolve, 


Jt was the intention of my mother to xanain dn this camtry | : 
for six months, At that time vhen I had beon with har, she told ua of 
the possibility of a non-aggraasion pact between Ceruony and Russia, 
argued thet such 4 thing was dmpossibls for Hitler openty attacked iusaia 
and Communisca ag his arch-eneny, chen somo tine in August the news sane 
over tha radio that this non-aggression pact between Russia and Germany 
was signed, J told ny mother about it, Sha became very excited and told 
ua to got her papsra ready and book hor passage to return to Germany 
because, to usa her verde, "thie usana war.” To our sorrow she sailed 
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on or about thé 24th of tucust, 1939, on board the Hamburg American 

idne steamer Now York, Sho arrivad in Gemuony three weaka after ths 

wary ‘Tho boat vas foread to take tho seat northern roube alony the 

Norwegian coaut, : 


During the time I had oy fight with the imlon, J thought it 
was hizh tine for mo to take tine out and become a citizen of this 
country, or to secure my final oltizenship papers, I made my application 
for my final oitizenship papers after I was able to prove the cltisenship 
of my wife at the 7ederal Court on “ashington Utroet in New York City, 

I pavacd a1) exaninations, paid all fees, and was given a waiting nunber 
with tha assurance that I-vould be called dn September to tha respective 
District Court to be avorn in as a citizen, 


‘ahony on the 3rd of September, ny country went into the wry 
I decided to lot. the application for citisenship slide for J reasoned 
that, I vas to be compared with a rat leaving the whip Af, at the tine 
of war, I would renounce the citisenship of my birth, because I was 
partly convinced by my mother that flitler and Germny were on the 
Fight track, The fact that Germany was at wax and that I was a German 
‘Hational made me decide to. drop ny fight dn the union becouse the majority 
of ay Lollowers wore net only Polish or English or French, but all 
nationalities, and I reasoned that being a Corman my right and chances 
to be a leader were diminished, 


I worked in 1939 and 1940 in .estchester County at various 
contry cluba and hotels, 


fo 
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The following was dictated by George John Dasch to Donald Oden, UI, in 
the presence of Duane L. Traynor, Special Agent: 


During the year of 1939 and 1940, I was very amcous to find 
& way to go back to my home country and do my share in this mar. J 
went to the German Consulate, 19 Redwood Place, New York City, right 
after the outbreak of war and took all my papers, especially those in 
preparation for my final citizenship papers, and asked them what I 
should do to perform my duty as a German national. There I was advised 
‘40 let the oltizenship papers slide. Z was in pogaession of a Germen 
passport which was issued ‘to me by the same Consul, in the fall of 1930 
when I made my first trip to Europe. This passport expired in 1935. I 
wade a request for a new passport. ‘his was denied to me with the claim 
that this old passport was atill yalid. At that tine I told him that 
wished to go back to Europe. Then I was told inturn that old routes 
wore closed. I told him that if 2 man wishad to go, no route was closed. 
I also told hin that J wished to go across on an Italian steamer as a 
stowaway. He merely laughed and did not issue me a passport. 


After months and wonths, I returned to the Consul with the 
same plea to be able to go back, but I alwaya found deaf ears. They told 
ne it was impossibles no one was going back. Why I-wasn't able to go 
back J found out after I made the acquaintance of a woman employed at 
the Consulate who happened to ba from near my home town, She explained 
that the reason I was unable to go Lack was because J was politically 
not sound in a Nasi way. That got my fighting Dutch up. 1 went to 
Washington the Gerwan Esbassy and abated ay claim there, J was able 
to seo DrsAtitter, who, after prolonged cross examination, proposed that 
I go back to Germany at the expense of the German Goverment. He sug- 
gested that I return to New York and await further developments. 


I believe it was 41 December, 1940, when I received a notice 
from the German Consulate in New York to appear at their office. ‘here 
I was requested to give then my life story — my political creed. This 
I had to falsity because I could not tell them the fact that only during 
the rocent past had I happened to believe in their ideas, They also 
wanted to know about the nationality of my wife. Due to the Neutrality 
Act, it was Ampossdble that my wife sail with ne on an American passport 
to which she was entitled because of her American citisenship. So the 
officers of the German Consulate suggested that df ‘1 could prove by 
marriage certificate that we were legelly married, which I was able to 
do, she would receive a German pasaport. This wag arranged, and 7 be- 
lfeve both new passporte were made out about the middle of January. 


My little wile took sick at that time, which at the beginning 
was diagnosed by the doctor as an infection in her uterus. During the 
months of January and Pebruery she wae a very sick woman so I decided 
to change doctors and take her to a hospital. I took her to the Brom 
Hospital where she was adaritted about the middle of February, 1941. My 
wife remained under observation for over 10 days and finally she was 
operated on. Her sickness was very severe, Her left ovary had to be 
removed. The fact that she lost a lot of blood, which weakened her 
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eondition, created bloed clots in her system and I were to tuke the 
doctar!s words, she was a dying person. put luckily enough she had . 
‘sufficient vitality physical strength, and through the application of 

_ the proper medicine, she got well, then I visited ny wife on Friday 
the 2lst, she was on the road to recovery. I told her at that tine 
‘that she was to reaain in the hospital for another week or so and that 
after that we would finish getting her German papers. By that I meant 
to get her a Spanish visa. The Spanish Consulate refused to issue the 
visa unless she called for it personally. I explained that this was im- 
possible for she wae sick. ‘This delayed her departure from this country 
considerably. : 


When X got home to my siater!s house ab College Point that 
night, 21st of March, 1941, I found a telegram from the German Consul 
requesting me to appear at their office immediately. I got there on 
Saturday the 22d at nine o'clock and waited until nine-thirty when 
the officers arrived. Then I was told that XY could sail, when J asked 
when, he said, "today at 6:30." I thought of my wife in the hospital 
and at the same time I also remembered the nell I had raised with the 
Consul for the chance of going home, a0, therefore, I reached the quick 

’ deciaion to gail, I had to get my sailing permit, go over to the NYK 
‘Line to get my ticket, and yo to ‘the Japanese Consulate, and that all 
before twelve oiclock, ‘Thereafter, I sent telegrams to my sisters and 
brother to assemble over at College Point at my sister's houss. J took 
the subway and bus there. When I arrived, I saw ny Uittle brother, I 
took a bath, packed two suitcases, for I was instructed by the German 
Consulate to take along exactly 70 pounds of weight because the Russian 
Railroad would not allow more personal belongings. My little brother 

took me over to 50th Street and I took a bus which left at 6:30 or 7:00 
aut of New York. 


After a five day trip by bus across the country, I arrived at 
San Francisco where I reported according to instructions from the New 
York German Consulate at the German Consulate in San Francisco. I went 
to a hotel which wae located near Paria Street, the exact name of which 
T do not remexber. When I got to this hotel, I noticed a lot of other 
young people. I recognized them in the way of appearance and carriage 
as Germans. The next morning X had to go to, NYK ‘line in San Yran- 
cisco and went on board the Japanese Steamer{fTatuta Maru." This was 
on the morning of the 27th of March, 1941, from Pler 25, As I boarded 
the ship alone, I noticed that the movement of the Cermans were being 
shadowed by officers of the FBI. ‘then I got dowmatairs into my cabin 
to pub my bags on my bunk, Iwas approached by = person who asked. ne in - 
a short manner what my name was. I told him George John Dasch, He said 
to me, "Leb we ace your passport," which I shoned hin. Then he requested 
me t0 go on deck of the ship and I told him that any tine he wished to 
see me I would be at his service. I did not go on deck ship but Lingored 
around to observe in which way and manner the Agents of the FSI exanined. 
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When finally the boat went through the Golden Gate, I said 
goodbye not only to San Francisco, Sauchties (7) (described as sal) 
town ucroas bay from $. Fy)y and the Tamalpais Mountains, but also to 
© ountry with ite people who had been kind, good, and understanding, 
but also on the other side, colg and rude to me. On the day of arrival 
An San Francisco, I had to go the German Consulate whera J was greeted 
vy a gentleman by the name 9 ed. Roe preeted me in the typical Hast 
manner and yave mo dnatructions how to behave on the trip. Ne sald Z 
should very careful, say nothing, and be very mich on guard even snong 
the German travelers because they were coming from all sections of the 
country and therefore he stated there aight even be an Agent of the 37 
arong then. 


When the ship got out on the high seas, after a day or so, I 
noticed that I was iaolated by ay fellow German travelers. I heard as 
I entered a cabin, "Ze quiet, here he comes. *Say,7 I sald to myself, 
"By christ, these guya think I'm the Agent." jhen me Yinglly reached 
Honolulu 4¢ was on the 1st of April. I went on shore by myself and 
spent a few hours, We remained there unly a short time and I reflected 
on the menoriea of the happy days 1 had spent in Honolulu and got back 
on board ahip just before sailing, Soma of the Germans who ran around 
Honolulu in a group got back on board in a drunken atate. 4 few of then 
cane over to ma and said, “Why we wre surprised that you ara still here. 
We all thought you were an Agent. That same night we counted the noses, 
We were 40 men in second and third class, and one man, wife, and a child 
in first class. That sane night those little Germans who were #9 ecared 
during the voyare frou 'Frisco to Honolulu came inte the room. They 
formed a Naal organization right anay and set down a program of enter~ 
tainment and singing, J naturally joined then. Their speeches were 
made in typical Nasi manner and Nazi songs were sung, which naturally 
I coulda't follow because J didnit know the words, J made one mistake 
when they asked the audience to rise to greet the Fuhrer, when the 
word "heil" and "zelg" ware shouted, I happened to have my left hand in 
my pocket. For that I was reprimanded the following morning and brought 
toa trial. The trial board, which fixed 4t up themeclves, decided that 
& report was to be made on my behavior when we arrived in Berlin. For 
truthfully it would have been a dental of my own self convictiona if 7 
had endoraed their way of reasoning. I believed and acted as a freeman. 
Thais, to my sorrow, was contrary ta thelr conviction. on tha same right, 
I cot a beautiful beating up. 


Om the 11th day of April, we reached Yokahoma. That sane night 
we went to Tokyo where we were split up in two different ‘hotels. one 
croup stayed at tha "Taiti" and the other croup at the “Ysachina', 7 
belonged to the latter group. The next morning we all bad to appear at 
the German Exbassy in Tokyo where we received further dnatructions about 
securing our visas through Manchuria and tupsia. J didnt have any 
trouble scouring my visa through Manchuria, but the Hussiau Eubassy in 
Tokyo refused to give us visas to go through Rusala because the lst of 
May was nearby and during this time no one is allowed to travel through 
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Pussias on the 22nd day of April I left Tokyo with threa other boys 

and went by train to Shirmancinia (2) (city in lower end of Japan) 

where we took a ferry boat which brought us, after a night's travel, to 
‘Bschtesen (7) on the Manchurian mainland. There we boarded a train which 
took us over Mukden to Tingsen (7). ‘There I took another train te 
Harping (7)+ As we cana to Harping (2), we found a preat number of 
other Gernan nationals i various hotels who had come from all centers 

of the Far vast. Many of them were representatives of German firma 

and young fellows of military age who were sent back at the cost of the 
German Covernnent. 


On or about the 2nd day of May, we left Harping (7) on a special 
train and arrived after a day and halfta voyage at tha Manc’ sian 
border. On the Sth day of May we crossed the Russian border at Nanshooles(7) 
(phonetic) and came to Otpor, After examination of our papera and luggage, 
we contimed our voyage Cheetah (phonetic) where we reached the junction 
of the Trans-Siberian Rallroad, Moscow to Viadiladstock (7). On the 

2th day of May, we reached Moscow. O,7 papers were being taken care of 
by the derman Exbassy on one side and by the Russian Tourist Bureau on 

the other. When we reached Moscow, we were greeted by an officer of the 
German Exbassy who made the following remark, which surprised me consider= 
ably: "YX hope you get home soon because al) of us will, follow you very 
soon." On the night of the lth of May we left Moscow and traveled over 
Minsk and Violostic (phonetic) to Melkinda where we crossed the new 

German border. We were put on a German train, received rationing cards, 
and while the train stood at the station for awhile, I had the oppor 
tunity te speak to some of the soldiers who stood around the platforn, 

It was here we received the shocking news that Rudolph Hess had scrammed 
out of Germany and another remarkable fact was the statement of a junior 
officer which he made personally to me while I spoke with him. He said 
that it was his sincere belief that the fight with Russia would very soon 
start, this because a great muber of Oernan dlyision were concentrated 
along the border. J ae a person could not belicve it because Hitler made 
the following statement during the tine of the non-azgreesion pact with 
Russia; "this pact binds two people together which are not basically 
enemies, although our enentes, which are also the enemies of the 

Russians, wish us tro people to Light so that they should gain." 


We left Malidnia at 2 oleclook in the morning on tha 13th of 
Mays At daybreak I stood at the window of the train and noticed to ny 
aurprise the following facta: Firat, a great mumber of moving troops 
with tanks, guns, and all war materiales second, at very auall railroad 
dunctions they were widening the tracks, adding new tracks to the main 
tracks, and erecting signal towers. This gave me proof that the Germans 
were really preparing an attack on Russia, For there wae no industrial 
units to be seen dn any of these small junctions. 


At 3 ofclock, May 13th, we arrived in Berlin. We wore received 
by a group of officers of the Foreign Organisation of the National Social~ 
Astic Party. fe all were taken together into the ballroom of a hotel near 
the station. There a reception committes greeted us and speeches were 
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ad aa reseed appreciation for our homecoming in a tite of 
wor, Thereafter, we sore ¢iven rumrous forsa to [Lib out. Gn all 
Liege forae the fueatlon wag asked, “hy did you return to fe 7" 

T anavered every one c! tlem, “lo partake in Uw political life,” “ny 
onte wan T sexed shat ] aeant by that state st and thie wa chon Tow 
summoned to appear in front of tte Gestapo, That igent asked we wat I

# sere riven £20 varks traveling exenses, ani on tho next day, 
ay lath, 1 went hone to my sother ith instructions that after two seeks 
Mus I should report to the office «2 retuming Tersna in Stuttgart, I 
wensined «ith my mother for 49 daya, during vhieh tine I recalywd two 
Aettere irou tuerics, oth sere aant from ay sister Johanna Hunn oo 
Vollege foint, Kew York City, Tho fret one told ae that ny wife would 
probably pall froa Sew York in the near future, sbile the setond one 
told me definitely that sha had eft on the 26th of iprll, 194d, on 
board the Spanieh cteaser “arwuies de © o” 4b that tise it aust 
have been already the 25th of ay and ny wife had not arrived yet. That 
wade we wosry, I did not walt for the 15 days to ba over int wnt to 
stuttcart dinetly ta find out whether J could hear something about y 
wife ond at the sane tina finksh wp ay business, 


go to Stuttgart, There I was told that I saa to vet a pasa which would 
ve ne the chanes to 20 and et a working book, Jn other worda, it nea 
supposed to be the beginning of ny bedng regimented into the Sernan syaten, 
yha fact though that I had te go te onarbrucken even and at the same 

tine allow a# a fow more daya to be free, I camo to the folloning con- 
siuslont First, I saa only reghatered at the police, I wis othersse 


bed dapressed 
iy passport and told hin that 7 had cow hove ab this ties, and he said 
to we thet it would bea shaw if T vould onldet voluntarily or by draft 
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dnto the service to become just an ordinary solider because he was fully 
convinced that with my knowledge I could be used for mich better purposes. 
He said to me, "I would advise you to co to your own district headquarters 
4n which your home town belonzs to and that da the headquarters of the 
Third Arny in Wlesdaden,'! 


While I was in Stuttgart, I paid a visit to soma of my cousins, 
among then the wife of Rheinhold arth, the very same person who up until. 
1938 resided in the United States, the very same person who was trying 
his best to bring me into the Bund. His wife told me that at the present 
he ig a soldier attached to a company of interpreters in Kerlin. I 
Jotted down that address, at the time not knowing ttat in a very short 
time I was to be in Zerlin. 

When T left Stuttgart, Tytraveled over to Osterbuge where the 
father of my brother-in-law, Adolsf Nunn the husband of my sister Johanna, 
lives, When I finaly found the father of my brother-in-law, I found a 
downhoarted person. My mother had told me before I left when I told her 
of my intentions of paying this man a vielt that ‘somehow to her know- 
Asdge thie wan hed some trouble with the Nazi Party. when I gained his 
confidence after a few glasses of wine, ha broke dow in tears and told 
ma because of his religious belief and fighting heart, he, a man of 73 
years of age, spent nine months in a concentration camp. He is of the 
Catholic faith. He is a very devout Catholic. During this sorrowful 
time, his wife died, He was in such a otate of mind that he -was begging 
to dis. He was very mich interested in the welfare of bis son, and when 
Z told hin that he should not have any fear, he was relieved. 


When J got home to my wolhor, she wanted to find out how far 7 
had progressed. I told her that J had to go to Wiesdaden (7). My mother 
nad dn the meanthile upproached a person who 1s an officer of the I. a. 

, Farbin Industries. This fim sont ne a letter with a request that I pay 
them a viet at their office in Yrankford. When J reached Wiesdaden (7) 
Z went to ses a Lieutent Colonel “arnecki, They had algo received notice 
of my coming. There I wag cross exanined of what T had seen in Pussta, 
I told them that in eastern Siberia and on the Siberian Railroad all the 
way into Moscow, war materials in the fora of trucks and tanks were co- 
ing eastward. furthermore, that I could not to the beat of my recollection 
state to have scen any military preparations to any extent on the European 
aide of Russla, When I asked thia officer of my request to ba able to 
be put to the best possible use, he sadd to me that he didn't understand 
me, - “that do you think ~ we fry an extra fish for you?" Iwas very 
mich put out at his general behavior and at the treatment I had received. 
I merely begged the officer to sign the little slip which I had along and 
requested my passport back and merely told him that he was unable to 
understand my reasoning for he is only a soldier.

The following was dittated by Ceorge John Daach to Pauline Fogg,

On the n day which, at my beat recollection, the tnird day 
of June, iares Z heA for the first tine in my life the pleasure of 
nesting Ideutensnt/Kappe, He was in uniform, I was at the sase tine 
introduced to another person in civilian clothes, His nene I do not 
recollact anymore, On the day before X had left my passport and my 
Life atory in the hands of Captein Spies, Those two gentleuen pequeated 
tie to go to another office which had an appearance of a drawing room, 
There they started to cross examine me about my life in the United 
States; what I dids how long I had veer there; my participation in 
political senes as well as in general. 1 made a request that I would 
like to Join the German army, to which Lieutenant: Xappé replied that 
It am crasy because he wuld give me two weeks ant 1 would be sitting 
high and. dry, He stated further that nefd trust me. to be a person. 
who could be used to much better advantaze than thet of s solider, 
he mada ine an offer whether I wanted to work for the Jer.an foreign 
office or whether I would be willing to participate in some other f form 
of endeavor, What form he did not make clear, ‘hen 1 asked hia to 
explain to ae what kind of work I was supposed to do at the foreten 
office, he stated that he had me in wind to work es a conitor ina 
Listening station for all foreign broadcasts, I told nim that J was 
willing to do that, He then called up a gentleman by the nane of 
j, Ferra, who was the haad of an organization under the jurisdiction of 

fe Gernan foreign office which was designated the following name: 

SNDERDIENST SELHAUS, I happened to hear during this conversstion he 
had with Ur. Ferra that ha had previously taken away from this office 
two men and that he promised to replace then and that he was convinced 
that I was the right. person. for that job, I imaediately started out. 
to that. office wich is located at. 24 Grossen iiannswe, 


I got inte a conference on the sas night with this ur, 
Ferra. To my satisfaction I was able to talk the fneglish language, 
That night L was officially hired at a salary of 450 marks monthly. 
In addition to that 75 marks, which is an additional pay given to 
governnent. workers, Iwas also sworn in that nicht to secrecy and was 
informed of the punishment if I would violate my oath, I asked Ur, 
Ferra to give me a few days to go home to ay mother to pet my belongings, 
One, other thing, I wish to eatate that during the tine of my trial in 
Berlin, I contacted Dr. Kundt of the Uernan foreien office, Branch E. 
There $ was trying to find out the whereabouts of ny wife. I was told 
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that the Gersan governnent has already requested of the Spanish governsent 
the story of the whereabouts of the Marquis du Canilie, 


I atarted my employment with the foreign office officially on the 
&th day of June, 1941, J was avsigned to the Ameri¢an group, which at

The purpose of this listening post was to gubher all the 
news, propaganda, and articles which the world's radio stations sent

phen I reached gerlin, 1 had to axeri @ shortage of 
housing, I was fortunate to find a room at No Schoeneberger Street, 
Steglits, Berlin. My landlady, ltrs, Christiné’Stauf, happened to be 
a nenber of the NSDAP and also an active worker of the N3Y. To ay 
surprise, I got out of her after a short while the fact that it was her 
duty to report what kind of papers I read, I had the opportunity to meet 
a lot of women which assembled at ny Jandlady's fiouse, All of them were 
active party members, After a length of tine I was able to notice even 
anongst them a great agount of dissatisfaction in regards to the food 
situation as well of the genoral war conditions, ‘hey. all seemed to be 
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very tired of this war, ily landlady invited ms one night to the meeting 
hall of tha party section to which she was assigned to, I found at least 
300 nen and women there, Bub to my aurprise you could feel the senas of 
fear right amongst them, None of thea spoke very much and when they did 
speak they mumbled, I walked out of the place saying, "ihy Christ, 

they are all scared of each other,” During my satay dn Geraany, I took 
ample opportunities to go into the general life to investigate the 

social conditions as well as the wental attitude of the everyday people, 
dorkers dn the northern section of Berlin, ahich has always been the hotbed’ 
‘of the Commnists, ars easily seventy per cant against Hitler, 1 wet a 
yourlg woman who told se more about the news of the foreign radio stutions 
than I knew, She told os that in certain sections this one good radio 
station and in another section is not a one. Une or two people get 
togetiier and tell what they have heard, 


. As d cane to Mannheim about alx weexe ago, J got in contact with 
a business man. J was ushered through a distant relation of nine Into 
@ group of buainesanen, After. was introduced, that relation of sine 
merely said the following words, "Go shead, boys, and talk, Nets one of 
our boys," And there I also got anple evidence that the deraan people 
are Listening to the reception not only of American or English radio 
atatione but also the news which comes out of dussia, Another widely 
distributed propaganda line is that the enemies started and wanted the 
war. If you have the opportunity as J nad to study the existing conditions 
andi facts it domes clear to your eyes that this war was platnfully 
developed many years ago, Hitlers boasts in his propaganda of having 
given Geramy master of her roads, But after close observation of the 
road map you see thet those roads are always close to the border of the 
country which they are attacking. Five weeks ago I had heen up to 
Bitterfeldt to visit for Anetruction purposes the alualnun works, That 
factory, which was, according to the nanager's om words, bullt under 
the four-year plan in 1936, was built in such a fashion that it was 
dusmne to airplane attack. That was a statement proved to ma again 
that the Geraans planned this war a Jong time ago. In my own hometown 
they built a bridge over the uthine. They gave the German people the 
peoples! radio set with a short reception ranges, This was done froma 
long range viewpoint that in case of war the Gersan people could only 
listen to what they wanted tne to. 


At Braunenschweig they built a plant for the people's cars, 
They made the German people sign up as a future buyer and made then, 
already as far back as 1937, to pay for this oar, which, up to today, 
they have never received, That factory aver since 1936 has oullt notoing 
bab tanks. ALL these facts, which after a thorouch exaaination caye to ay 
mind, convinced s¢ the more so that Hitler has plainfully wanted tris war, 
Therefore, 1, as a Little person, made a vow to dis to get at hie (Hitler), 
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/ “The following was dictated by George John Vasch to dachel il. Bosuan, P31, in 
tha presence of Duane L. Traynor, dpecial Agent: 


: After it becane olear to ma that this whole set up of Naziism has 

‘to be fought, I had to find a way to do it. In the country itself I aas unable 
to do any effective work, 30 therefore I had to find a way eave tie country.

1 spoke to Misa Leonhardt wile working with her during the nigt, 
She told me that ane was active in the Bund movement in the United states and 
he tane to Germany on the eane boat ay wother did, she has been recently 
employed with Uffice of Xapionage No, 3 which to her statenent had charge of 
the censorship, I asked her at that tims who this fellow Lieutenant Kappe was. 
She said, "Well, I know hin from America where for a long tise he has been a 
reporter with German newspapers in Chicago and also in Cineinnatd and Philadelphia," 
Later on vhen we opened the question sbout his activities in the United States 
an regards to work, I approached hera with the question whether he had worked for 
She Hew York German newspaper Steeta Zeitung aid whother he knows Ur, Ritter, 
I merely said that he is a "traitor and a bum and is no good for Gernany.! 


After 1 knew liiss Leonhardt for a stort tine, sie approached n¢ one

Before 1 went to the General Headquarters I paid 
Barth a vielt at his office and asked hin wiat Ut was all about, He sald walter 
Kappe was vary sore at ue for sot having told him of ny plans, I should come 
directly over to his office, I made an appointuent from Barth's office and called 
Kappe by @ phone, mere he requested me to appear directly, hen I got there he 
said "You're a hell cf a nics guy, Do you realise when you left this office shat 
I asked you to de? ‘ihenever you have anything on your mind please couse back to 
this office and tell me about it," So ha told me further that aver aince the first 
time he had seen me and 1 spoke to hin hie had os pic.ed out Jor 4 corluln job, to 
which at that tine he did not wish to mske a definite state wnt Lut axpladned that 
4t had something to do with Uilitary Feplonage. I told him that It was rather 
odd that he did not tell me anything a long time ago. Thia meeting took place 
the ond of November of lest year. 


He told me that something of very importance is in the makeup but thet 
the permlasion to atart thie undertaking has not been granted yet by the German 
High Command because the Geruan foreign offica 4s opposed to dt, I knew right 


was to be American because in my place of business svary possible efforts ware 
shown not ‘to offend or raise any issus with the Covernment of tha United States. 
Walter Zappa asked ms to keep in touch with hia, 1 also told iin at that tine 
that 1 would contimme to negotiate with the firat party who he approached directly 
te thet young lady, the daughter of the frland of my lendlady, Three or four days 
later I received a méasage from Walter Kappe to see ilu, da 1 came to nin le said, 
"George, 1 am now in the position to disclose to you a few facts but before 1 do 
that, L wish you to sign this statement." The statement contuined an oath or 
declaration that 1, for the length of ny life, will not disclose anything which 

fd have heard to no one, I signed that atatenent which was as follows: "Natters 
are com soon to a head which will, expedite the plan on mich my office has been 
working for a Long time," 


He Said, "George, how would you like to go back to america?! That to 
me was sweet. msic, I told hin ihat do you mean America, that'ta a peaceful 
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. ‘dountry isn't 447" Ha said, "Yes, it is a neutrel country but they are 
indirect enemies today because they are helping our enemies wth their 
supplies, ‘Therefore 4t is time for us to attack then. ie wish to attack 
the ‘merican industries by industrisl sabotage, How mich do you know about 
tiat? “ould you wind trying to put together your ideas and write them in 
English and bring them to me and make three copies, keep one for yourself 
and bring two te mo." I said, "Yes, Iwill do thet." 


L-went home and sterted to work on some possible ideas and I made 
a five page nenorandum in which I classified three ways, acts of sabotage: 
(1) Political sabotage; (2) Industrie] sabotage; (3) Militery sabotage. Lach 
of those points I described 4n itself at length and pointed out that the 
ailitary sabotage would be the most successful, By military acta of sabotage 
I pointed out in this memorandum that in the United States industry there are 
certain bottlenecks which oan easily be destroyed ond with that the depending 
industries would be slowed up. ‘This destruction would be done by the use of 
high explosives. I also pointed out the possibility of attacking the essential 
dnstruments for bomb sites, engines atc. I also pointed out in that memorandum 
thet 4t wa the business of an agent to locate the given heart of each industry 
and attack it. I gave my advice of how an agent should carry himself when he is 
dn tha eneay land, I tried hard to put down every possible idea which was in 
my little mind, solely for the purpose of trying to prove to then ny sincerity 
so thet 1 can be used for it and go that 1 can get going. After about a week's 
working on that memorandua, working nights and copying dt myself, I delivered 
it personally to Lieutenant Kappe. 


Around at the same tine, or a day or so later, I was approached by a 
Dr. Seessel, vie mail, and requested to go to an apertoent. On Lecember 2 or 3, 
1941, as 1 cama to tre apartment which was nentioned in that letter, 1 found no 
‘one at hone. I walked away again and decided to come beck again « little later 
and I approached the spartment again and that young lady who worked for the 
High Commend, and a friend of my landlady's, happened to cone down the street and 
said "thy ere you here already? I 11 see Af Dr. Weessel is in.” This apart- 
nent wae on the second or third floor end had the appearance of a bachelor's 
apartment, The room I was led into was full of paintings and art collections. 
While the young lady was inside I was outedds hall waiting and observing 
the walls etc. When I was introduced to Dr. seel he asked me my life story 
and asked me why I came to the idea of being used for thia purpose. So @ told 
him I had been away from my country #0 ong and about the kind of work J was doind 
while the poor Cerman soldiers were dying and ovippled and wounded acldiers walk- 
dng around daily, and I have urge to do wore. He said, "well, tell me in which 
‘you think you could go to Aserica?" 


First I told him Iam going to give him a copy of the menorandun I 
drew up for Keppe. He asked ma to give him my ideas how I could reach American. 
In this memorandum I stated that by sea I would approach Africa, via Italy and 
the Italian Lathi, an Arabian Company, which has a connection batween North 
Africa and Permam Buco (Mateal) Brazil. From there I will use a Brasilien 
plane to fly over the Andes to Lima, Peru; continue to Valpareiso, Chile and get 
& passage on an American or Japanene steanship to the Test Coast of America and 
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having reached America jump the ship, I was advised to give my memorandum 
to thet young lady which J did, 


On the 9th or the 10th day of December, 1941, I received a reply 


from Dr. eesael with the following commente; . "I received your letter and 


the two memorandums, Although the developments of the last few days has 
given our prospects a different phase, I desire to still Keep in contact 
with you by haying another conference in ‘tha near future, At present I am 
going an a trip ‘and you shall hear from aa after my xeturn, Sincerely yours, 
Hel. tler. 


With that I went back to Kappe and showed hin that. At that tine 
T met a men who was introduced to me as a Captain, He spoke fluent inglish 
with a decided Irish accent (or Scotch), He said tone, "Have ‘you ever been 
on board of a sailing veesel? Are you 2 good sailor?" I said, "On the 
contrary. I sailed the seven sees and get very sick every time like a dog." 
He made the statement to Keppe that I had the appearence of a wonderful 
prospect, He olained thet X not only, locked Like an American but acted 1ike 
one and no one in the world would racognize in me » German. Kap.e advised 
me to have a little patience, He will do everything to expedite the develop- 
ment of his plan. ‘This Irish Captain turned out to bea Germon from Hanburg 
or that territory, X asked Kappa why he introduced me to this man and he 
Said that it was his plan today that the group of people are being sent to 
America via sailing vessel, which on the other hand is menned by 8 crew of 
efficient German sailors of the Geraen Navy. . 


Christmas approached, I had the chance from my office to go ona 

Christmas holiday, I declined this because I was nentelly not in a atate to 

go home end face ny mother. She would undoubtedly recognize that something was 
wrong. I wam't sure whether my plan would work. Therefore, I took the offer 
to take my vacation after New Yeara with the promise that I would get two weeks 
vacation because of working over the holidays, On the 3rd day of Yamary, I 
was requested by Xappe to see him at his office of the German eh Command, and 
for the first tine in ay life I Waa: crosa-exanined by Capt: ‘fater. Ha told | 
me that he has been in America and he has studied my memorandum and was very 


. such impressed by it, the same way his superior Major Hotae] was impressed. 


Before I left his office I was requested by him to met him on the following 

Gay, which was the 10th day of January, at Schrifttledtung Der Xaukasus, 6 ‘ienkee 
Strasse, Berlin on the third floor, This place ig the headquarters of the 0-2 
‘to cross-examine the individual agente or the prospective agente ea welll os a 
hideout for all the agents who pase ‘through Berlin, oo, 
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The following was dictated by George John Uasch to Pauline 
Fogg, Federal Bureau of Investigation, in the presence of Duane L. Traynor, 
Special Agent: 


On the following day, which was the 9th or 10th day of January, 

1942, I came into a conference with Captain Astor and Lieutenant Seppaat 

this hideout, headquarters of Intelligence - 2, There Captain Astor had my 

memorandum, a3 well as his own, und the blanks of Ideutenant Kappe in front 

of me, Je went through each individual blenk and consolidated all. our 

thoughts into one, I also was told in the near futura I shall be released 

from my place of employment and shall take part ‘to aay the gro: rk for 

the undertaking, 1 was also told that day that a group. of. twelve peoples 

may consider going with me. A fellow by the name of -ddid Kerling, who has 

resided in the United States for a period of twelve or fourteen years, who 

haa also been active in the Bund movement and is the holder of a gold Nagi 

endlem which signifies thet he is a man of old standing, and myself are 

being chosen as group leaders, Wy. group was designated Group /1 and Kerling's 
; up designated “roup #2, Twas known in the Intelligence under the name of 
Stesen, meaning short dash. Furthermore, I was told about the type of people 

which are being considered for this undertaking. I left this conference with 

the underatanding that on my return from ny vacatién which was on the 26th 

‘of January, I mat report to the office at ‘the German headquarters {omediately. 

On my return 1 was told that the start of the training period was delayed from 
' the 15th of February to the First of March, ‘The form of training we were 

supposed to undertake was that of the practical application and the handling 

of high explosives in the manufacturing of it with ordinary drugstore products. 

On the 27th day of February, I was officially released fron uy place of 

employment. The official reasons for it |, the way it 12 being carried in the 

papers, called for military service. I was drafted by the axruy. Wy papers 

auch as social security and insurance and my pension fund are stil) being 

carried today by the foreign office. I am atill being kept on their payroll. 

The payments for all my social security, sick benefit, insurance, and old i 

age pension is being carried by the foreign office, but dua to the fact that a law ! 

galls for the disclosure of the difference of tha new woge or Salary received: : 

in the army and the old wage could not be disclosed, ‘the payment of ny wages 

are being today being paid under a sat contract by the German High Command, 

All my papers such as social security papers are still in the hands of the 

foreign office. To them 1 was merely called into the army service. 


On the first of March, I went daily to 2 room either in the 
Cerman High Command or at the blind headquartera of Derkaukeaus where I 
began to study the personal history of 222 the othor agents which were 
. Supposed to partake in this mission. I wes given the privilege to pass 
my own opinion upon the ability of each man. ‘The majority of the men 
have lived for a period from ten to fourteen years in the United States 
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‘working on different occupations, But the majority hava bean mmbére of 

the Bund or members of the HSDA’. Furthermore, was I able to check ‘up 

‘the records of sabotage acts of other agents which have been in this country 
which are in this country already. By meking this statement that sone agents 
are already here I take from the very fact thet the Yreporta which were nothing 
else but newspaper articles, radio meseages,, otce which were marked with red 
markings and signified on top was "Flease to attention of Antelligence-2. 

In other words, thos are reports from the other office to give then so that 
they know what ‘their agents are doing. Newspaper articles were about a 
feotory say, in Ireland, which blew up or a big fire somewhere. Furthermore, 

1 was given to study the plans of the whole water supply systen for the City 
of New York, without the new water supply. Those plans were photostatic copies. 
They had photostatic copies of s map of the whole westcheater County, including 
Dutchess vounty, where the line of the water supply wee marked off. Alec a 
photograph of all the dans and spillwaya. There waa another interesting photo- 
graph which showed the location of the main water line nearby, the railroad 
station of Souradale, New York, right off the Bronx River Farkray. 6fter 1 

had atudied those papers I was asked whether it was possible to destroy the 
Xonsico Dam. 1 told then that this was an impossible underteking, This den, 
to my recollection, was too strong and that 4¢ can only be destroyed by : 
mining it. Z also told them that it was not within my Way of reasoning to use 
that kind of tactica. X told them I an willing to destroy factories, bottle- 
neoks, etc, but I would not do that, After about ten deys of consolidated 
work to which a number of technicians, engineers, as well as technical experts, 
experts on industry, experts on magnet industry, were in consultstion, we came 
to the conclusion that our object of attack was at first the Light metal industry 
of America and the other object the railroad system of the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
the new vennaylventa railroad depot at Newark, New Jersey, and the Hell Cate 
bridge which connects Long Islend with the Bronx. Farthermore, another object 
of attack was the canal syaten, the tniand waterways and sepecielly the Slusss 
batween Cincinnati and St. Loula, Outside of that wa were to enac any fora 
of small sabotage as we as an individusl thought of being necessary, 


It was also our Job to plant detoneting bomba into the locker 
rooms which are to be found in 212 ereat radirodd stations with the sele 
purpose of exciting the people. Further, this type of attack wea also 
to be used in all dewish Departwent stores, te have implements such as 
pons and pencils, tine fussa seat to the minutd, etc. The attack of the 
Tight metal industry was divided into two groups: Sroup #l, under ny 
‘om Jeadership, had the job to attack the aluninun factory of Kast St, 
Louisa in Aleos, Tennessee, and #11 those which are to be bullt or are 
being built in the Tennessee River Valleys’

; Group A had its Job to lay low the plant of Nisgara Fella. 
Croup #1 also had es an object to lay low the plant of the Creolite 
Company of Philadelphia, Creclite 1s being used in the electric- 
analysig in the manufacture of aluminum after the bauxite hus been 
purified and added to the elctrical power with creolite. It was 
Stated that the Greolite Shipping Company of Philadelphia has the 
ponopoly of this raw material, If a group of people is being sent and 
they work together, the way of attack to which all the groups have been 
educated points to the interruption of the electric supplies to ‘those 
aluminum planta because it was proven to us by experts thet if ‘the 
alectricsl power ds taken away from the bath for a period of eight hours 
sl) tha bathd are destroyed for two and three months to come, oie were 
shown the different types of electrical power Lines and also how to 
detect whether the power xreeches the plent by high lines or with 
underground pables. It was also our job to make sure whether a plant 
waa able to supply its om power in case of outeide interference, 
At that time, I made the suggestion that in order to make a complete 
4ob the groupa would work together sa that I could get hold of them 
‘when I needed them, J proved this contention with the necessity that 
44 would take a ‘lot of men to wreck the power lines completely. Ther 
‘not. only the overhead power line structures would have to be dynamited 
but aleo the transformers which are unprotected andout in the open. 
The transformers were to be attacked but in shooting off a few holes 
into them and so that the cooling of2 would run out. ihe power control 
system in the plant it self was also considered to be attacked in case 
any plant manufactured its ow power. a are shown tha way how ta’ 
attack and what to attack at every possible angle. We went to Bitterfeldt 
and went to plant A and B, In both plants they menufecture aluninus. 
Then ‘we went to Auhagen and through those two plants. One is a magnesium 
plant. ive were ulao told that bafore tha U.S. went to wer,in 1940 they 
corresponded in production with that of America ~ 20,000 tons. Over 
dn Germany they have three ways they get electricity and power into Ey 
the plents ~ by air, cable, and manufacture their own. All ‘those plants 
were built in 1935 and 1936, ; 
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The attack on the railroad aysten which cane into consideration 
vee to be carried out by fixing an exoct spot in the rails of 5 trunk 
Tine, vhother a tunnell, a bridge or a big curve Like the vig Horseshoe 
Gorve in Pennsylvania, The attack on s rallroad vas to de done vy high 
explosives. A small fuse was to be put vhere the two rally came together 
and this Little fuse would, when the front wheels of the loconotive 
touched 1, ignite the whole works and with the momentum of the oncoming 
train vould wreck everything. 


During the early pert of the month of March 1 met snuuber of 
prospects who were presented to me for orosg-exemining, 2$ wae up to me 
%o decide their fitness in regard to their knowledge of the Mngiish 
‘Language as well as thoir general xnewledge of Auericen conditions, 
whether geographical, social, or otherwise, Buying thet tine I cane 
acromn a bunch of "nltewits.” Again J net others who wented to do the 
‘work werely for personel advancement or te get away from Germany. 


On the 18th dey of March & growp of twelve people went oul to 
Qtents Lake which in located nesr Brandenburg. Phin training quarters 
was equipped with an up-to-date Laboratory, proving grounds, and other . 
fesilities for giving the proper inetractions $e theroughly train 
men for sadotege work. In addition te the twelve mon who were to Seke 
pert in this underteking there vere four other officers and non-commleaioned 
officers of the Corman Army. “Shey received the sane kind of instructions 
as ve, X found out that thelr Job wee to establish training schovls end 
act ag instructors in then, One of the officers was & Captain and ves 
stationed in Creese, Another one ves stationed in Morvey. ° She other two. 
men cane from the Russien front, X found out frow one of the nen that 
mot only soldiers tut aleo nationals of the respective countries were te 
ye used for this type of work, 4¢ was thelr business to be the inutructors, 
Tt was leo drought to ny attention that a great muder of ssbotage agents 
were sent to Cairo, Keypt, and Port Suex. Another great auuber is operating 
today in Syria and a1) points in the Far Bast. A large musber is being sent 
to enter Tuykey, . . 


. ha In s lecture by the chief instructor, # mai by the nexe of 
Doctor’ Keanig, it was drought to our attention how effectively thin weapon 
has been used., He related inetences such as the capture of Yort maven (1) 
dn Belgiw, and also the entrance of the Gernan Army not only inte Relgiun 
‘Put alse inte Holland, ‘pointing out that all movenents were prepared 

for in advande by men who protested us olvilisis. . 


We received three weeks instructions, ‘During thet tine we 
Yearned to use and make materiale out of cheniosle and ether by-products 
which were easily bought in aay drug atore. At this dine I de not resenber 
the exact proportions and the kind of materials which were supposed to be 
mixed together, but in due tine I shall have thea in black and white.

Ontalde of that ve leerned to memafacture fuses such a8 
electrical, chemlosl and ignition, He aleo told how eech individual 
sbstaice of the alxture eyuld be bought and the blind or disguise they 
were supposed to be used for. We were algo instructed in the proper 
‘use of all explosives and the practical ond thereof, ¥e had night 
manoavers as well ae dey Menouvers, F : 


Daring the tine at Qients everyone of we hed to make Up a 
story concerning hia identity, 1 suggested at that tine thet everyone 
should try to atick to his first nane snd use a last name beginning with 
the first two letters of his real last name, In the identity of every 
man he hed to-make At clear where he wae born, 1, for instance, waa 
born in San Francisco during or before tha fire, so that that etory 
would have some form of verification, 14 was sleo my mggestion that 
when the nen srrived in the United States, thelr first atep should de 
to go to the towns of their birth to check up on the schools end so 
on in order to de able to dDack wp their statements, I made those 
peat Merely for the purpose of showing that 2 had ay heart and 
soul da it, 


On Thureday, April 20, we left the training quarters and 
vent to Serlin where everyone of ua went on s yacation, At the school 
there was nleo a third group undex the leadership of a wan by the nene 
of Dempsey. Venpsey hes been in this country ‘up with) 1921 or 1923, 
Be speske English beautifully and has the accent ofa barroom keeper. 
Hq hea been in this country since 1908 when he entered it up watil 
1923, He stated to me that he wes exployed ss a dellhop and sleo 
took active yart as « professionel fighter or boxer, Ab present he is 
the menagor and trainer of “Jug® Besselmana, This fighter has fought 
a winning decision on the 220d of April sgainet the Italien middle weight 
cheeplon at Stuttgert. Bestelmann ie one of the two nen who was also 
at. sy forser place of exployment, Yhen I atated at the beginning of 
‘this memorandum that Lieutenant Xeppe hed taken tvo won avay froa the 
Yoreign Office, I then found out later thet Dempsey wes one of then. 
Aa wos employed ag an agent sround June, 1941. 40 received hie 
dnetructions at the training school as far back as last August or 
September. He wae already on his vey 40 Anorica but only got ne far 
as Bordemx, The resson why he returned 1s not known te me, 


Asother wan, whose nase I cennot renenber and who caze from 
Henvarg, wae sent dack on his job becouse Ne did not have the proper 


qualifications for the undertaking, and none of the so-called agenty 
hed any faith in hin personally, 
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Another man by the name of ae ae who cane to the 
School directly froa the Russian front from Riga was very much 
surprised when he arrived at the kind of job he was selected for. 
He openly announced that he refused to take part in 1b because he 
thought he did not have either the mental or the physical makeup, 
This Zuber, who was a Corporal in the German Army, had been in the 
United States Lor a number of years, He was born in Kalisbad, tormerly 
Czechoslovakia. He has been in the United states for a period of 
sixteen to eighteen years. He took active part in the Sund movement, 
At one tine he was held as a political prigoner in Ellia Island and 
Was sent out of the country as mich. 


The job of these two groups, which had now arrived 4n the 
United States, was not only to commit sabotage but also to lay the 
ground work dor a bigger organization, jie wera always to be in contact 
‘with the German Government. Ia the next group two men were supposed 
to ba equipped Lor and educated in Morse Codd. 


There were three groups at the schools Group 1 was 
headed by Davis, myselis Group 2 by Kerling, or Kelly; and Group 3 
by a Lellow by the numa of Dempsey. Group 1 consisted ort, 
of Davis (myself), Swenson, Pate Berger and Scotty. Group 2 consisted 
of Kerling, a man froma Chicago, a wan by the nane of Hernan Nicholas, 
and another man named Thomas (laat name). Group 3 was made up of 
Dempsey, Erast Zuber, Richard Quintas, and Henry Kaynor. Nona of 
these nanes are tha correct nanes with the exception of pete Berger. 
The man from Ghicugo, whose name J cannot recollect, also carried his 
om name, The rest are aliases, 


There was a certain weeding out process in which Scotty was 
eliminated for unfitness, Zuber rofused ta go along, and Deupsey was 
not considered bacause he had to go back to training his Aghter. 
The groups then consisted of; I 


Group 1 ~ Lavis (myselt), snonaon, Pete Larger, Tichard 
Quintas and Henry Kaynor. Swenson of Group 1 
never made the trip over here because, he became 112

The achool ended on the 30th of April, All of us were ziven 
twelve days vacation with the exception of Kelly aml myself, =e had 
Lo report back to Berlin on May ll, tha purpose of which trip was to 
go to the Chemical Jepartnent of the High Command to receive additional 
instructions on secret ink writing, On the second day we Jotted donn 
different addresses on handkerchiefs, one of which is in my possession 
now, Lieutenant Keppe bothered the hell out of me to give him sone 
reliable address in the United States through which he could always reach 
me. In my life story I put dow that I had a brother in America, ky 
brother, Smst Dasch, came to the United ctates in Auguat, 1930 ani has 


New York, In ay fictitious story to Lieutenant Keppe I stated that 
ny JAttle brother was a Civil. Services employee at present ouployed at 
tbe submarine bass in New Londen, Connecticut and that his addrese 
would be Pelham Road (I cannot recall the oxact number now), New 
London, Connecticut, This 4s one address at which Kelly could always 
find ne in cans we should lose eaitact, 
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Daring the tine in early Uerch when I yas able to. go through 
alot of secret papers which the German Intelligence had on fLle, I 
came across a report fron an agent in exieo rho stated that he 
considered a man (whose nana I de not recollect, but who had been 
the Vexican linister to Belgiua up to the outbreak of the Jast Jorld 
nox) as an oxoellent agent and reliable person to butld up an 
organization to attack America from ilexi¢o, 


On the 12th day of May, tha reat of the gang cane back to 
Serlin where we assembled at ten olclock at the Headquarters, Der 
Kaukokus, In the afternoon of the same day, the chemical instructors 
from the achool came over to explain to us in detatl the dynamite 
fuses, and othor equipnent we were to take along, where it wes 
packed, how it was being packed, and how we wore to recomise each 
Andividual item, :

He, in turn, hus also. cot the priest, the ad= 
dress in ihicazo, and the phony address of my little brother. so on 
each of the bandkerchiefs are the following three words: ‘"srfing", “Lanlel", 
and "Postorgous". fhe story about this famous name is us follows: Lieu- 
tenant Kappe gave us at one time out at the school in .ueens (7) the his- 
tory of the emigration of the Cerman people into émerica, and he clained, 
according, to his story, th.t the first germane who gavered dmerica in a 
breup were led by a man by the name of Franz el Postoreous and were 
Kertonites. Now fom the very fact that we entered the United otates as 
sabotaze men, he designated this first group under this name and at the 
same time used this name ag the catch word among all the people we ap;roach. 
"Greetinya from franz Lantel™ and they are. to say "Postoresus't, Roth names

on tuesday, the leth of Lay, the remaining men of both groupe 
assembled together in. the kaukasus in the blind headquarters at 10 o'clock 
in the morning, whereafter we went on our firat inspection tour, That 
afternoon we made a trip on a channel under the direction of a waterway 
inspector. Hie showed us the different types of sluices, their construction, 
and in which way those sluicee could be attacked by way of sabotaze. This 
government official was told by our leader, Lisutenant kappe, that we were 
neni who were fighting savotage (counter-sabotage in ius¢ta). 


On dednesday, kay 13th, we paid a visit to the ratlroad repair 
shop at Jerlin. There under the yuidance of the chief engineer we went 
through all the different sections of the plant and received the basic instruct- 
ions how sabotage can be avoided, as well as carried out by the enany for 
he was also told that we were agents to fight sabotage in fussia. 
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On Thureday, May Ath, we went by train to sitterfeld. .« left 
Berlin at 6 o'clock and arrived at pitterfeld at 9 ofclack, ‘6 were ushered 
into the conference room of this factory which belonged te the I. G. 
Yapbin Trust. There we were given a talk in which the vital necessity of 
Aight metal was stressed; aleo an explanation of how the different 
minerals are mixed and the pracess of chemical reaction in connection with 
the eloctricity (electrolysis). Yhereafter wa went under the leadership 
of the chief engineer into the slant itself, we were shown the main power 
house and 411 the essential electrical machinery which could be easily 
attacked were pointed out and explained to us, Furthermore, the way of 
attacking them was explained. se were also instructed how to racocnize 
the flow of the electric power either overhead or by a cable or by elec- 
tric power machinery. at noon we returned to the clubhouse of the offi- 
slals and were treated to a moat gorzeous luncheon, itn the afternoon we 
want to «a newer plant, Plane No. 2, which was right close by Plant No. 1 
in Bitterfeld, where a newer form or process wat shown, sapscially in re- 
gard to the electrical machinery, ‘There, again, we were shown the 
practical ways how to lay low thia industry, at night we went back again 
to the confarmee room at. the old plant where wo had a general review of 
what we had seen so that everything was nade clear to us, sight thors 
and then it was announced by the chief engineer that the only way we 
could lay low or attack mocessfully any light motel plant was by attack- 
ing the electrical supply lines, 


Afher we remained overni,ht at a hotel in Bitterfeld, we took 


, an early train to Dessau where we were wot by a bus which brought us inte 


Aaken, There wa found two planta of the newast conetruction. 4s a natter 
of fact, one of toon was still being built. ‘the alowinum plant was the 
ong which was atiil being built, The magnesium plant which was right 
opposite it was built under the four year plan in 1936. ‘There the chief 
engineer explained during luncheon recess, where wa were again treated to 
a wonderful feed with wine and cigars and everything eles, by showing us 
the layout of the plant on a gap how each individual unit could very 
easily be recognised on the map and that it was a separate acting unit, 
not only with regard to electrical supply, but also with regard to safety 
against fires. I found that the masority of the workera employed at all 
Plants were aither prisoners of war ox German wilitary prisoners or 

fussians who came to Geraany of their om free will. I asked at the lun- 
cheon of the nenager of the alunimim plant what he understands a¢ "free 
will" because I saw too many guards around and I asked hia how are they 
being employed, how are they doing. so he explained to me that the Russian 
Workers comé frou the Ukraine and were forced either by economic insecurity 
or under threat of intinidation er dy other typical Nasi methods to go 

free to Germany. There many of them had their wives along but their wives 
dived separately in different barracks, I asked the man, "are the married 
men able to see their wives?" "How much money do they receive?" He answered 
the followings "They earn the average ancunt like any other ofvil worker, 
which 1a about 35 marks a week. Out of this amount the Oerman Govern- 

went takes out 20 marks weekly ac ituseian tax, Outside of that, 
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‘their money on food and lodging and barracks hue to ba taken out of dt. 
So, they receive between 5 and 3 marks a week.” J asked him if they could 
buy beer or cigarettes with that money. He sald they sannot bay anything 
except with coupons ued those coupons they can only receive Lf thay de 
‘liver good work. As to the question of visiting their wives, he told ne 
that only those which deliver good work are able to se@ their wives and 
Af the wives are employed in a nearby match factory and the women are able 
to see their jusbands only if they produce good work and vice versa, 
Furthermore, the iussiang are breughs inder guard from thelr camp nearby 
by meana of a little apur raliroad to the plant and at night are brovght 
hack under guard. after I heard thet story, I made an Addition in ny 

. wind and the result was slavery as only the Nasia can make {t. The sane 
working conditions I alec had a chance to witness on the visit to the ralle 
road yards. There I asked a foreman, “How are those puox people keeping 
alive? They appear to me to be starved." He said, "To hell with then. 
They drop dew just like fifes." I noticed a bunsh of young people who 
could not have been older than 15 or 16 years, also the weather was not. 
cold, and ai of them were wearing heavy fur pleces and when I asked why

After we had left the more northern waters we did nob have 
any cold weathex bus a lot of fog so the Captain decided to go about 
two hundred milea directly south or south, southwoat, Still the fog 
did not subside, but it was not as soupy or thick us in the north, 
Phere was still a thick dayer of fog over the water while the sky 
above wig clear as a whistle, Thia delayed our speed considerably, 
u@ wore om the bridge all during the voyage with the exception of 
the Jast three days vhen we approached the American waters, The men 
on duty in the corming tower sonaisted of one watch officer and three 
seamen, All four had wery good lasses; night glasses for night, and 
regulation glasses during the day, ‘Two stay in front of the toner 
and watch the ourface of the aoa and the sky for airplanes, while the 
other two are stationed at the back, 


As we approached American waters we were Sorced to slow speed 
on account of the fog, Another interesting note I with to put dom

As t cewe out on the beach to meet the other fellows, J noticed 
that this follow Berger had notified the others that I had mat an American 
sailor. They were greatly fruetrated. 1 told them, “Now boys, this is 
the time to be quiet and hold your nerves. Do exactly what I tell you. 
Zach of you pet a box and follow me." Iwas right close by a blinker and 
@ howe. I could see the house through the fog. o therefore I decided 
‘to go inland and use a direction towards the right. I went over one or 
xo sand dunes ‘here we cane into a gulch where I stopped and had the boys 
put down all their bags and start digcing helea with two little shovels 
vhich ve had taken slong from Berlin. -¢ made a hole about two yords— 
vide and one yard deep. I put in about a foot and a half wide. I took 

I pot one box down and another bex and another one. Noy 
T put one bex dom and the other one next to 4t and four boxes together 
at the bottom of the hole and put the dirt over it. I still hai dungarees 
on and was soaking wet. 1 seked the boys to so and get some sea weed 
and cram 4t at the very end anil place in there so that in the morning when . 
the oun vemos 4t should look dry, ‘hen I was ready to take off my dun 
gerces, I noticed te ny surprise and madness that the bunch of bums had 
left the clothes betind. Now the question was to find then. Lerger and 
Yenry Xaynor were shivering Like a buwh of kids. Se I told thea, "Lay 
down and keep quict." <nintes ralked ahead and followed whereabouts we 
had been. so wo vent along the top of the dune right on the shore and 
felt along until finelly we cane tq the dothes, and se picked thom up 
first ona we see and J cama back am put on my clothes, Thexveafter, I 
told those boys while we left to put the bag of dungerces to bury thas 
right @lose by and also the shovels. 


Thereafter, we proceeded inland in a lew position, crawling like, 
until «e came about a half mile off shore. in the fog ahead 2 could see 
a rox of houses and I stopped because to the right was a blink light and 
4% always caze across and to the left that one cence @loser., I saw we wire 
ona point and I wags going again towards the shore, So therefore I told 
then, "lay still, diva me an opportunity ta surround to get my eyes fixed.# 
Sq after smhile I told thom, "It's no use. It's too dangerous to go any 
place. I suggest we are safer hore then anyheres oleae for about an hour," 
After remaining there for ote hour, I told the boys to follow me closely, 
I noticed shead of me a road because 1 sax the headlights of a passing car. 
That gave ne a mew sense of directhn. I rent straight for that road, 
after reaching it, crossed it and went on tha other side of the read into 
‘the thick bushes. There I decided to walt at least until dt pot a Mttle 
Aighter. All during that tine a mmber of care passed us an! the bescong 
went on and on which re didn't see from the water, ani I unt admit I was 
partly seared zyself, but Henry Kayner, he shivered like a dog. lie sald 
orer and over, "“e are surrounded, boys." It happened that one of the 
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trucks was loaded.with satlors which sent dom towards the station and I 
figured that mst be.a relie£:crew, jthen-it wag a little bit lighter, we 
tock the road tovards the right. The Sirat dirt xyoad'we camo"to we took 
and walked towards tho. main higtory which was the Aighway froa Anagansett 
‘to. Montauk Point. ‘Later in ‘the norning when wo were aitting on the station 
at Amagansett waiting for the train, I could actually vorify whereabouts 
wo had landed and-where we had beon because I know that district. As we 
hit the sain highway I stil did not at that tine know there Anagansott 
‘was so I decided to go to the right, and when we came to the first house 
I saw a bunch of carg in the back of it with lights in 4t and I noticed 
At was a parking space for camping grounds and I decided to follow the 
road, but when I camo to dt I thought, "Jesus Christ, I aa falling right 
into a trap," but I walked right past thez. ‘tie followed that road witil. 
we cane to the railroad tracks. I noticed one outstanding fact = that 
the railroad tracks to the right of ns becaze a single track, while to 

the left of me I saw two and three tracks so therefore I reasoned that 
that is the direction towards the city. So we took that direction and . 
walked about two or three miles along the railroad tracks. About 4:35 in 
the norning-——it was oxactly a little after five otclock hon wo reached 
the railroad station in Anuagansott and the place was closed. Te cleaned 
ourselves up 23 mich.as we could. ‘te wero filthy and wet and as stained 
as anyone could have been going through water and wet grass. And there I 
decided to watt until the next train cane. No one cans around. io sat 
outside on tho bench and I gave the next instructions how the boys should 
behave and what to say in case they were stopped.and questioned.

J never stressed the money matter to a point 
because I thought this was one of the most dangerous ways to civé yourself 
w way, 1 wade it appenr that 1 was leaning strictly upon their om experiences 
in judgment to supply the individual agent, ae well an the group, with sufficient 
poney as they seen fit. 


ast I, at that time, suggested to give each man $15,000. Kerling sugcested 
425,000, Ideutenant Kappe had a different idea. Ho said nt a time each agent 
will be given 2 set amount. He didn't quote no figures but that a working fund 
will be entrusted to sach group leader, He did not also state the amount of 
thie working fund. Gut in Quemts, at a training school, he quoted a new set 
of figuras which I do not remesber exactly no wore or how high it was, but 
whe n the question wes raised how to transport the money, 1 suggeated that the 
monay should be built inte suitcases of Anericen origin. Therefore, 1 offered 
te them my old Gladstone bag and also a suell sipper beg and requested the 
others to hand over all zipper bags they had. jie got altogether three sipoer 
bags and my Gladstone bey together.

J happened to neat 
this person being introduced by vrincdVon Lippe. crince Yon Jippe vas 
in the Uniled states for a period of over 16 or ljyeara. ila has been out 
in the iiddle vest and up until 1934 was represented us a Sercan agent, 
or registered na such with the State lepsrtment. irince Yon lipve was a co~ 
worker with me in the foreign office. He introduced me to Dr. Aisenbrowm 
‘here he wes requested to write a few speeches of propaganda.This propaganda 
‘was about the ever growing influence of the Jene in Anerica. 4 great mumber 
of people wrote on the same subject. 1 myself wrote four articles. I wrote 
in the first article the influense of the Jenish race in the Anerécan labor 
mavenent; the second one in the political life, the third one in the 
economic life and te fourth ona press, radio, moving pictures and the 
power they exercise over the preas through their edvertising. 


Ty personally, talked on two of these articles and had then re- 
torded on records, I did that purposely so I was able to Listen to ay 
own ‘voice over the radio. To my eurprise I could not recognise nynel ts 
Tt #4 beaatifiiy in my plane thet XY ‘hoped to i gut to talk against then 


and atill eliminate the danger of exposing xy identity by my ‘voice,

given further inetructions, ‘These persona would be tauzht the 
‘operation of short wave wireless, In this way close contact between 
us the hone country would be established, If and when they were to 
come was not definitely known, We only knew that 4f they did come 

it would be around Septenbder, and they were to be under the leadership 
of Dempsey. 


Yow were they going to get in touch with you or Kerlin? 


Through the so-called basic address, which happened to be for we the 
addresa J had given for my little brother. They could always reach 

me through that addreas, and they could reach Kerling through his 
address, I am not aure that J have Kerlingts address on the hendkerchtef. 
there are three or four addresses on it and I know that one ise in 

Lisbon, one da the address of the priest in Chicage, and the other 

mey be Xerling!s cover address. 3 cannot tell, now. 


Where there any other addresees augzested where they could get in 
touch with you? 


I was asked if J had a better addresa and I told them that 1 did not 
know any reliable people. I uodoubtedly could have given then sone 


. other addresaca, but ¥ did not went to involve any innocent people in 
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‘this setup go 1 cave them the feke address of ny little brother, 

1 made up the addrese quickly out of my mind. As clever as I tried 
to be, I was confronted with the question aa to where my brother 
dived and I immediately veve then New London, Connecticut, and made 
up the street as Pelham Road, Once X had given that addrese I put 
At down in my little hotebook so if I should be questioned avein 1 
would give the same address, X did not want to slip up by giving a 
different addresa Af I were subsequently questioned, 


‘Dad they give you any address in this country where other people 
mizht get dn touch with yout 


No. ‘They gave ne only one address of a person I was to approach, 
‘thet person was a Lutheran priest, When X asked Lieutenant Kappe 
who he was, he told me that the man was all rizht and that he knew 
the catch word and he had left Germany in September or October of 
Jaet year, At that time they already had plans to work this out. 
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Yhen 1 saw Kappa tha first tina on the 1st or 2nd of June, 1940, 

they had these plana made but did not tali them to me. Thoy sent 

me to work dn the forelm Office as a moniter merely to keep up- 
to-date on what mia going on in America. At thet tine they had 
already reasoned that I was going to be used for this work «hen the 
tine cane. That 1a why Lieutenant Kappe told me when J left that 

if averything did not zo all right IT was to come back to him, When 
I approached the Intellicance Officer, Lieutenant Kappe was sore at 
ne because he eaid he hed first call on we. The very first tine I 
woa in bis office I had to so inte a separate room where J was cross 
examined for two hours, Re asked me what X knew about sll this, 

When they knew that 1 would fit into the pleture, the only thing they 
had to do then waa to keep in touch with me, keep me heppily enployed, 
and keep #6 in a place where J would be in contact with America over 
the radie. This 49 the my I reasoned things out and to ny vey of 
thinking I wae richt. Again, T wight be wrong. 


When J appreached Kappe I told him that I was not satisfied with my 
Jeb ae 4t did not satisty my idesls. I told him J came to Germany 
to do my duty to the fullest extent and I felt like I was a slacker 
since I had a beautiful and easy job while the soldiers were out there 
Sighting, J teld him I wanted to do sonething big. Fe <old ne I 
gould become a soldier, and J suggested Y would like to be used 
ageing} Englend as a parachute trooper. J suggested this because 

I wanted to find a ray ta get cut of the country. Kappe told me right 
then and there that I spoke a beautiful lenguace and it wes all very 
nice for me to desire to do my duty but I would have to risk ay Ute 
to de that. I told hin that was what J wanted and was looking for, 
Y kmew all the while why they were there. When be approached ne 
thet day it was the first time I had seen him since T le*t him 

on Juna 2, Hoe asked me if T liked my Job and 4f I wae vatisfled. 
That was in August and at thet time I already had the desire to 

get going and to do something, I was just in the early stereos where 
I sew what a rotten setup 14 wes, so J told hint wae not happy and 
he askcd ma why nob, J said there was politicd] areft yoin: on, 

but I did not say anything else because that fas the firet time T 
hed been in the setup, Theat night J wet Lord Haw-law, He mede a 
speech about tha Fuehrer and J took 4¢ 812 zn, 


Thie was not in Ausust because at that time I was with the Mttle 
Holand girl whom I met and who helpad to formulate my dacieion 

to do mora work becausa she told me sbout the sorrows of her people 
during the bombardment of aotterdem. J think 1+ must heave been at the 
end_of September and not in August when I met Kappe the first tine, 

At that time this so-called plan had not developed, Deupaey had 
already deen taken off the job there and had previouely zone throuch 
the achool because when he came with us ta the school he said that 

he had deen through 4¢ before and had been on the way over to ‘merica 
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
